The setting is a moonlit night in 
Coley’s Point, Newfoundland, in 
1 926. In the post WWI years, New- 
foundland’s economy, which cen- 
ters on the fishing industries, has 
been devastated due to the loss of 
so many brave men. Eighteen- 
year-old Jacob Mercer, played by 
Tom De Backer, returns to win 
back his former sweetheart after 
disappearing a year earilier. Fran- 
cesca Pascolini plays Mary Snow, 
who is not only still confused and 
hurt, but has since become en- 
gaged. She will not be easily 
wooed. 

“It is a story about two people 
who want to be rescued from the 



mistake of not following their hearts.” 
says David Steinberg, the director. 
This play will be his twentieth at the 
college level. David Steinberg re- 
turns to Avila after doing such 
plays as Cat on a Hot Tin Roof, 
Deathtrap, and Dear Liar here 
earilier.

Topic: “Catholic Information 
Night”. 



CATHOLIC INFORMATION

CMA: Just what is a ‘Catholic In- 
formation Night’? 

FMZ: It’s an informal meeting 
during which those who 
are interested in the Catho- 
lic Church can come and 
ask all and any questions 
they may have about the 
Catholic Faith. 

CMA: Is this just for those who 
aren’t Catholics? 

FMZ: No. This is also for Catho- 
lics who want information 
about the changes in the 
Church, the latest theologi- 
cal developments and other 
such information. 

CMA: Is this the only purpose of 
this Information Night? 

FMZ: Well, it will also provide 
d irection for those who wish 
to pursue their interest in 
the Catholic Faith. 

CMA: What do you mean by 
that? 

FMZ: I mean that if anyone is in- 
terested in learning more 
about our Religion, they 
will be directed to a pro- 
gram that will do so. 

CMA: What obligations are in- 



curred by coming to this 
meeting? 

FMZ: Absolutely none whatso- 
ever. 

CMA: When and where is this 
Catholic Information meet- 
ing to take place? 

FMZ: The meeting is planned for 
TUESDAY, SEPT. 22, 
1987, at 7:00 p.m. in the 
Barefoot Room. (This is in 
the Student Union - or 
Marian Centre). 

CMA: What if someone who is in- 
terested in the Catholic 
Church can't make it that 
evening? 

FMZ: All that person has to do is 
contact me in the Campus 
Ministry Office (tunnel 
under Carondolet near the 
Education Dept.) Or the 
person can call ext. 298. 

CMA: Would you go into some 
greater detail about this 
meeting, and clarify what 
you mean by ‘providing 
d irection for those who wish 
to pursue their interest in 
the Catholic Faith? 

FMZ: I'd rather not because 
there are no simple answers 
and much is involved. But 
there will be printed material 
that will be distributed. Why 
not come to the meeting 
on Sept. 22 at 7:00 p.m.? 

CMA: Thank you for answering 
these questions. 

FMZ: You're more than welcome. 
See you in the Barefoot 
Room on 9/22. 



Many people believe that Enyo, 
the Greek goddess of war, is dead; 
however, I know that she is alive 
and well in Washington, D.C. She 
is held captive by some rather evil 
old men who periodically pros- 
titute her to the public. Enyo is 
seductively frocked in the flag, 
bedecked with glory, and wearing 
the perfume of patriotism. Unless 
the charm of Enyo fades, or young 
men become more prudent, many 
will find themselves in her em- 
brace. 

I am told that the age of fables is 
dead, as is the age of political 
columnists. Yet, I myself, am a bit of 
an anachronism. I choose, there- 
fore, to throw caution to the wind 
and discuss a political issue, Con- 
tra aid. 

Contra aid should be halted be- 
cause it is based on a flawed per- 
ception of the cause of Central 
American revolutions and because 
of the dubious character of the 
Contras. 

Support for the Contras stems 
from the idea that revolutions in 
Central America have been the 
direct results of Marxist ideology 
and communist agitation. Actually, 
the incentives for change were 
poverty, oppression, and the 
Roman Catholic Church. It is dif- 
ficult to say which voice spoke 
with greater authority, that of God 
or of hunger; but both spoke 
against the status quo in Central 
America. 

Central America was under the 
control of an elite planter class 
who owned most of the land and 
who did business with American 
fruit companies. Landless peasants 
were forced to labor for plantation 
owners at meager wages. Opposi- 
tion to the system was curbed by 
strong military governments, select- 
ed by the elites. When revolts be- 
came too intense for the dictator- 
ships to control, the United States 
military would intervene to protect 
American business interests. Re- 
volts and U.S. intervention have a 
history which predates the “com- 
munist threat” after the 1 91 7 Rus- 
sian Revolution. 



The Catholic Church became 
involved in social reform in the late 
1 960's when the idea of Liberation 
Theology began to evolve. Libera- 
tion Theology implies that, since 
man is made in the image of God, 
he is entitled to a certain dignity 
that includes political and eco- 
nomic rights. This theology was 
preached to the people through 
lay pastoral organizations known 
as Christian Base Communities. 
From the Base Communities, other 
social justice groups emerged: farm- 
ing cooperatives, unions, and pol- 
itical reform parties. 

The Central American govern- 
ments, with U.S. aid and advice, 
began ruthlessly to suppress 
these "subversive” organizations. 
At this time guerilla bands formed, 
as the hope for peaceful reform 
vanished. Affluent societies fight 
for ideologies and glory. The poor 



fight for survival. 

The revolution in Nicaragua was 
inevitable, and the Contras stand 
little chance of reversing it. The 
Contras are perceived by Nicara- 
guans as mercenaries operating 
from a foreign base (Honduras), 
with foreign money, and foreign 
leadership. The Contras have 
further alienated themselves from 
Nicaraguans by gross violations of 
human rights. Half of the Contra’s 
1 2,000 victims have been children. 
Their campaigns against rural vill- 
ages leave behind dead civilians, 
raped women, burned crops, and 
bombed schools. Without the 
backing of the Nicaraguan people, 
the Contras will not overthrow the 
Sandinista government. 

Military aid to the Contras is a 
foreign policy mistake based on a 
misunderstanding of Central Amer- 
ica, past and present.

Junior 
Scott Anderson scored twice, 
once on a nifty header facing the 
opposite goal. Dan Mabrey had 
another shutout going until he was 
injured in a collision with an 
Ottawa forward. Avila will travel to 
highly rated Benedictine on Satur- 
day. Benedictine was district 1 0's 
representative in last year’s play- 
offs. Success is no stranger to the 
men’s soccer program, and this 
year looks to be no different.
